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THE GREAT QUESTION 
For a very long time, perhaps as long as 
there have been men who walked erect and 
thought bey ond their nex t meal, it has been 
customary to decorate the graves of the 
honored dead. In this country we lay upon 
those graves the flowers of spring. And we 
listen, then, to words of praise for those 
who now lie at rest. 
At such a time the perceptive man is 
confronted by a great q uestion that can­ 
not honestly be evaded. 
The q uestion, 
which each of us must ask privately of 
himself, is this: Am I living now in a way 
that does honor to the fallen? There is 
more to it: Am I (each of us must ask) do­ 
ing all that I can, by word and deed, to 
carry on the great traditions of freedom 
and individual worth; does my way of living 
strengthen and ex pand those traditions? 
Many thoughts come to as as we remem­ 
ber loved ones now gone, and brighten their 
graves with flags and blossoms. Yet neither 
oratory nor melancholy do justice to the 
honored dead. The great q uestion about 
what we are doing with our heritage as 
free men must be asked and answered, 
once again, on this Memorial Day .

HE KNOWS ABOUT WOMEN 
On Saturday afternoons, when 
I go to the 
opera, I often have tea between Act 2 and 3, with 
a group that includes one of the world's greatest 
authorities about women. He is Dr. Virgil G. 
Damon, who say s in “Look” magazine: 
“After knowing some 40,000 to 50,000 women, 
I can say that many were worthy of far more 
respect and admiration than the men they loved.'1 
It is something of a chore for a man to know 
one woman in all her changeabilities, but to have 
ministered to 40.000 or 50,000 of them and to sur­ 
vive to write about it, is an achievement of which 
few men can boast, 
Dr Damon’s specialty , gy necology , is one of 
the most intimate of all medical relations. Few 
women bear children, certainly their first child, 
without an element of fear. Nevertheless, the 
mother instinct is so strong that women come 
back to that task, time after time, finding in it 
the greatest joy that a human female can dis­ 
cover upon this Earth. 
It is true that more primitive women are re­ 
puted to go behind a hay stack, bear their child 
and go back to work, but also large numbers of 
such women die of child-birth. And many children 
are bom dead too. We have made such enormous 
progress in safeguarding both mother and child 
that such an ex perience as Dr. Damon deals with 
is, indeed, an ey e-opener to those of us. in this 
country , who take all our benefits for granted. 
Dr. Damon has this to say about the present: 
“A y oung woman doctor recently spoke out 
at a medical meeting against what she called the 
old fashioned horse-and-buggy practice of house 
ca Us. She described them as inefficient, time-con­ 
suming and uneconomical. All of what she say s 
is true. No doctor likes making house calls today , 
especially in big cities, where distances are great. 
You never can find a place to park y our car, and 
the call on the sick patient invariably entangles 
y ou in the time-consuming process of refusing 
hospitality from tho family without being rude. 
What might have been taken care of in an office 
in 15 minutes often stretches to two or three 
hours on a house call. 
“No doctor can charge enough to make such 
calls pay . But I still think they are worthwhile. 
I grant y ou teat there are selfish people who use 
a doctor' who have him come to them when they 
aren’t really very sick and could just as well have 
come into the office. But y ou can’t make hard 
and fast rules when y ou are dealing with suffer­ 
ing human beings. There is a place for healing 
through compassion: the old ‘lay ing on of hands” 
still holds true.” 
I saw a story on TV recently in the senes 
“The Defenders,” which, I see, won an Emmy . 
This had to do with a child run over by an auto­ 
mobile driven by a drunken girl. The child’s par­ 
ents would not permit an operation or a blood 
transfusion and the child died. They said that it 
was against their religion. I know the value of 
blood transfusions from having had several, and 
I know that just as one calls in an architect to 
help build a house, or an electrician to put in 
proper wiring, so is it necessary ' to have a phy si­ 
cian care for the human body , for the thousands 
of parts, for all the chemicals that move about 
in us. Without proper care, we might, particular­ 
ly when one has passed the middle y ears, find 
ourselves in very grave difficulties. 
Dr. Damon is not too strong for group medi­ 
cine, which is becoming increasingly fashionable 
to keep prices down. He say s: 
“I can’t believe it is in a patient’s best inter­ 
ests to share her pregnancy with four doctors, 
perhaps grow closer to one than the rest and then 
suddenly have another doctor there when the 
baby is being born. Nor do I believe that a doc­ 
tor is doing himself a service when he considers 
his own comfort ahead of his patient’s welfare.” 
To have served so many women must give a 
man an ex traordinary opportunity to discover the 
nature of women. I fear Damon is too scientific 
to generalize. He dodges the issue by say ing that 
he is not a psy chiatrist. But then, they , tho head­ 
shrinker, only catch women on the rebound from 
ex perience,

STEP TOWARD CONTROL 
There is some reason to hope that when 
th£ Soviet Union has completed its second 
round of post-moratorium nuclear tests 
following the present U. S. series, the world 
will have seen the end of such testing.

Infant Malformations Stem 


From Natural Causation

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Birth of a deformed child, after months of 
eager and hopeful anticipation, is 
a heart-break

of the father,” injuries to the m aternal abdomen, 
emotional upsets, shocks, continuance of marital 
relationships during the pregnancy or to retribu­ 
tion for evil thoughts or actions.

The 
mix ture is called plasma. 
A machine then accelerates 
the electrons at speeds close to 
that of light, 18 6,000 miles per 
second. This device that sends 
the electrons whizzing is called 
by the way -out scientific name 
of m egatron—short for mega­ 
gauss-bet at ron. 
Here the death ray enters the 
picture. 


The plasma in action devel­ 
ops remarkable temperatures— 
about one million degrees. This 
is alx HJt IOO times hotter than 
the surface of the sun.

WASHINGTON — I t’s getting 
harder and harder to believe the 
infallibility

Court of (he United States. The 
contradictions in its rulings are 
growing in scope and number. 
'Dias, on May 14, the Supreme 
Court affirmed a low'cr court 
ruling which ordered Maurice A. 
Hutcheson, head of the national 
Carpenters’ Union, to serve six 
months in jail for contempt. He 
had refused to answer q uestions 
of a Senate investigating com­ 
mittee. 
Yet just a week later—on May 
21—the same Supreme Court re 
versed a lower court and set free 
six men who had been convicted 
of contempt for refusing to an­ 
swer the q uestions of Congres 
sional investigating committees. 
In this case, the majority of the 
court said that the indictment 
was faulty because it didn’t state 
the subject under inq uiry . 
But 
the very indictment which sends 
Mr. Hutcheson to jail had the 
same omission. 
So one man is 
imprisoned while the others go 
free. 
This, 
moreover, 
wasn’t 
the 
only contradiction revealed by 
the May 21 opinions of the mem­ 
bers of the Supreme Court.

brings* memories of another de­ 
cision—perhaps the most impor­ 
tant in the history of the press 
of America—which was made by 
the Supreme Court just 25 y ears 
ago on the right of a newspaper

The purpose of Congress 
was to determine what safe­ 
guards of law could be devised 
to check such efforts. 
Do ug las Finds Issue 
The Supreme Court’s major­ 
ity in this case ignored all other 
issues and merely held that the 
wording of the indictment was 
faulty . It remained for Justice 
Douglas, in his “concurring opin­ 
ion,” to put his finger on a basic 
issue which the m ajority had 
failed even to mention—whether 
the press is immune from in­ 
vestigation because of the First 
Amendement, which say s Con­ 
gress shall make no law abridg­ 
ing the freedom of the press. 
He wrote: 
“Under our sy stem of govern­ 
ment, I do not see how it is pos­ 
sible for Congress to pass a law 
say ing whom a newspaper or 
news agency or magazine shall 
or shall not employ . . . . 
“Congress has no more au­ 
thority in the field of the press 
than it does where the pulpit is 
involved.” 


Yet on April 12, 19 37, a ma­ 
jority of the Supreme Court— 
Justices Hughes, Roberts, Stone, 
Cardozo and B rander—ruled the 
ex act opposite in the case of the 
Associated Press V. National La­ 
bor Relations Board. In the ma­ 
jority opinion of the court, which 
upheld a law of Congress known 
as the National Labor Relations 
Act, Justice Roberts wrote: 
“The act does not compel the 
petitioner to employ any one; it 
does not req uire that the peti­ 
tioner retain in its employ an 
incompetent editor or one who 
fails faithfully to edit the news 
to reflect the facts without bias 
or per judice. 
The act permits 
a discharge for any reason other 
than union activity or agitation 
for collective 
bargaining with 
employ es.” 
Law Still Ex ist* 
But the First Amendments to 
the Constitution say s nothing 
about “union activity or agita­ 
tion.” It say s Congress “shall 
make no law abridging the free­ 
dom of the press.” And the same 
law' 
upheld 
by 
the Supreme 
Court is in ex istence today and 
permits conspiracies by groups 
of employ ees in different trades 
to shut dow-n a newspaper plant 
l>y agreeing among themselves 
not to cross a picket line. 
The Supreme Court in its 19 37 
opinion chose, moreover, to dis­ 
regard the true scope of “union 
activity ” and to assume that 
labor-management relations, for 
instance, is not a subject ever 
dealt with in their writings by 
the reporters or editorial writers 
employ ed by a newspaper and 
that presumably no “conflict of 
interest” 
could 
occur 
against 
which the newspaper would want 
to protect itself.

The flat nile was nevertheless 
adopted—and it still is the "law 
of the land” 
that Congress may , 
by law, forbid employ ers from 
discharging 
any one, 
even 
an 
agitator, because of activity in a 
labor union. Another employ e, 
however, could be discharged for 
participating too conspicuously in 
partisan 
politics 
or 
in 
some 
other field of endeavor that be­ 
came controversial. La bor-union 
activity alone was immunized by 
the Supreme Court. 
The four justices In tho min­ 
ority —Sutherland, Van Devant- 
er, 
McRey nolds 
and 
Butler— 
took the view that, because of 
tho First Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution, 
Congress 
could 
not 
pass any law interfering w ith 
the right of the newspapers or 
news agencies lo hire and fire 
whomever they pleased and for 
whatever reason they felt wras 
justified. It is interesting now to 
read a “concurriJLg opinion” on 
the m ajority side by Justice

H E KNOW S A BO U T W OM EN 
On Saturday afternoons, when I go to the 
opera, I often have tea between Act 2 and 3, with 
a group that includes one of the world’s gieatest 
authorities about women. He is Dr. Virgil G. 
Damon, who says in "Look” magazine: 
“After knowing some 40,000 to 50,000 women, 
I can say that many were worthy of far m ore 
respect and admiration than the men they loved." 
It is something of a chore for a man to know 
one woman in all her changeabilities, but to have 
ministered to 40.000 or 50.000 of them and to sur­ 
vive to write about it, is an achievement of which 
few men can boast. 
Dr Damon’s specialty, gynecology, is one^ of 
the most intimate of all rru'dical relations. Few 
women bear children, certainly their first child, 
without an element of fear. Nevertheless, the 
mother instinct is so strong that women come 
back to that task, time alter time, finding in it 
the greatest .1oy that a human female can dis­ 
cover upon this Earth. 
It is true that more primitive women are re 
puted to go behind a haystack, bear their child 
and go back to work, but also large numbers of 
such women die of child-birth. And many children 
are bom dead too. We have made such enormous 
progress in safeguarding both mother and child 
that such an experience as Dr. Damon deals with 
is, indeed, an eye-opener to those of us. in this 
country, who take all our benefits for granted. 
Dr. Damon has this to say about the present: 
"A young woman doctor recently spoke out 
at a medical meeting against what she called the 
old fashioned horse-and-buggy practice of house 
calls. She described them as inefficient, time-con­ 
suming and uneconomical. All of what she says 
is true, No doctor likes making house calls today, 
especially in big cities, where distances are great. 
You never can find a place to park your car. and 
the call on the sick patient invariably entangles 
you in the time-consuming process of refusing 
hospitality- from the family without boing rude. 
What might have been taken care of in an office 
in 15 minutes often stretches to two or three 
hours on a house call. 
"No doctor can charge enough to make such 
calls pay. But I still think they are worthwhile. 
I grant you that there are selfish people who use 
a doctor' who have him come to them when they 
aren't really very sick and could just as well have I 
come into the office. Rut you can’t make hard 
and fast rules when you am dealing with suffer-1 
ing human beings. There is a place for healing |

WASHINGTON — Ifs getting 
ha»*dpr and harder to believe th* 
infallibility 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court of lhe United States. The 
contradictions in its rulings are 
grow ing in scope and number. 
'Thus, on May 14, the Supreme 
Court affirmed a lower court 
Ailing which ordered Maurice A. 
Hutcheson, head of the national 
Carpenters’ Union, to serve six 
months in jail for contempt. He 
had refused to answer questions 
of a Senate investigating com­ 
mittee. 
Yet just a week later—on May 
21—the same Supreme Court re 
versed a lower court and set free 
six men who had been convicted 
of contempt for refusing to an­ 
swer the questions of Congres­ 
sional investigating committees, 
[n tliis case, the majority of the 
court said that the indictment 
was faulty because it didn’t state 
the subject under inquiry. 
But 
the very indictment which sends 
Mr. Hutcheson to jail had the 
same omission. 
So one man is 
imprisoned while the others go 
tree. 
This, 
moreover, 
wasn't 
the 
only contradiction revealed by 
the May 21 opinions of the mem 
hers of the Supreme Court. 
It 
brings’ memories of another de 
cision—perhaps the most impor

It remained for Justice 
Douglas, in his "concurring opin­ 
ion,” to put his finger on a basic 
issue which the majority had 
failed even to mention—whether 
the press is immune from in­ 
vestigation because of the First 
Amendement, which says Con­ 
gress shall make no law abridg­ 
ing the freedom of the press. 
He wrote: 
"Under our system of govern­ 
ment, I do not see how it is pos­ 
sible for Congress to pass a law 
Raying whom a newspaper or 
news agency or magazine shall 
or shall noY-emptoy. . . .

Yet on April 12, 1937, a ma­ 
jority of the Supreme Court—

New boatm en learn tha t k nots 
which have served them to tie 
presents and k eep their shoe­ 
laces together are not the an­ 
swer in boating. 
On the other hand, it isn't 
necessary for the sm all-boat m an 
to m aster the intricate k nots 
used by old salts. 
The most common use for a 
k not is ty ing to a dock . This 
can be done w ith two hitches 
The cleat bitch is used to tie 
to a cleat. Pass the line around 
the cleat under both horns, then 
across the top and under the 
first horn. Tuck the end under 
and y ou’re hitched. The more 


pull by the beat, the greater the 
pressure on the free end which 
is tuck ed under. 
Yet 
when 
y ou’re 
ready 
to 
shove off, m erely slack en the 
pull of the boat and the hitch 
loosens 
up 
and 
slides 
free. 
T here’s 
no 
fussing 
to 
undo 
jam m ed k nots. 
Use the clove hitch to m ak e 
a rapid attachm ent to posts or 
piles. It is simply 
two loops 
with the free end tuck ed under. 
You can prepare the clove hitch 
so that as y ou approach a dock 
y ou just drop the loops over the 
top of the post 8nd jerk both 
ends of the line to m ak e it snug. 
This quick ly frees y our hands for 
the other details of dock ing.

New boatmen learn th at knots 
which have served them to tie 
presents and keep their shoe­ 
laces together are not the an­ 
swer In boating. 
On the other hand, It isn’t 
necessary for the small-boat man 
to m aster the intricate knots 
used by old salts. 
'The most common use for a 
knot is tying to a dock. This 
can be done with two hitches 
The cleat hitch is used to tie 
to a cleat. Pass the line around 
the cleat under both horns, then 
across the top and under the 
first horn. Tuck the end under 
and you’re hitched. The more 


pull by the beat, the greater the 
pressure on the free end which 
is tucked under. 
Yet 
when 
you're 
ready 
to 
shove off. m erely slacken the 
pull of the boat and the hitch 
loosens 
up 
and 
slides 
free. 
There’s 
no 
fussing 
to 
undo 
jammed knots. 
Use the clove hitch to make 
a rapid attachm ent to posts or 
piles. It is simply 
two loops 
with the free end tucked under. 
You can prepare the clove hitch 
so th at as you approach a dock 
you just drop the loops over the 
top of the post and jerk both 
ends of the line to m ake it snug. 
This quickly frees your hands for 
the other details of docking. 
Don’t use this hitch for per­ 
m anent fastening, since it may 
eventually slip.
